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Frank L..Duley Passes In Death 


Last ‘Sunday After Brief Illness; 
' Was Prominent Northfield Citizen 


Prof. Frank L. Duley, age 65, 
died at-the Addison Gilbert hos- 
pital in Gloucester last Sunday 
morning at six o’clock. He had 
been ill for only a shor time. 
Retiring from the head of the 
history department of the North- 


field seminary last June, he had 
gone to Gloucester to make his) 
home and occupied the old 
family homestead of the Duley 
family, located in Lanesville. 
The information was received in 
Northfield early Sunday and! 
soon spread among his friends, 
who received it with sorrow and 
surprise. 

r.-Duley. was born Jan. 10, 
1872, son of John and Augusta | 
Duley, an old family living in; 
the Lanesville section of Glouces- 
ter. He was graduated from the 
Gloucester schools, attended Mt. 
jHermon and was graduated in 
1897 from Williams college. He 
joined the faculty of Robert col- 
lege in Constantinople, now Is- 
tanbul, and served on the staff 
of the United States consulate at 
Constantinople, Turkey, from 
1889 ¢o 1901, acting as deputy 
consul-general and marshal of 
(the consular court. 

He returned to this country in 
1901, married a girlhood friend, 
Blanche M. S. Steer of Gloucester 
and then came’to Mt. Hermon as 
head of the classical department, | 
teaching Latin and Greek under 
Dr.. Henry F. Cutler who was 
principal. 

Mr. Duley went to Northfield 
seminary in 1912 as head of the 
history department and in 1925 
to 1929 he was acting principal 
of the seminary. 

During his residence in North- 
field he had been a deacon and 
trustee of the local Trinitarian 
Congregational church, and 
president of the Northfield 
Brotherhood. He was a member 
of the town school committee for 
12 years and chairman nine 
years. He served as trustee of 
the Dickinson library and was a 
member of Harmony lodge. of 
Masons, and the Phi Gamma Del- 
ta fraternity at Williams. 

He achieved the rare distinc- 
tion of receiving an M. A. from 
Classical association, having pub- 


lished papers many times. From 
a ledger of the students in his 
many classes, it appears that he 
taught over 8000 students in the 
37 years of his teaching. 

Mr. Duley attended Mt. Her- 
mon ‘school during the lifetime 
of D. L. Moody, the founder, and 
his career was profoundly influ- 
enced by this contact with the 
world-famous educator and 
evangelist. He was graduated 
from Mt. Hermon in 1893. 

Highly respected, Mr. Duley 
was an influence in this com- 
munity. His advice was frequent- 
ly sought by friends and labors 
in all civic matters he _ freely 
gave. He was frequently invited 
to appear before local organiza- 
tions for talks on current his- 
tory. 

Surviving are his wife and one 
son, Lansford. The funeral was 
held Tuesday afternoon at the 
Lanesville Congregational church 
with Rev. Robert Hodgins, past- 
or of the church, and Rev. Stan- 
ley Carne as officiating clergy- 
men. Burial was in the famliy 
plot in Lanesville. 

A large delegation from North- 
field attended the funeral ser- 
vices, representing the local 
Congregational church, t h e 
Brotherhood, Harmony lodge of 
Masons, and the Northfield 
schools, Mt. Hermon and_ the 
Seminary.

During the passing year 7116 
persons of both sexes were en- 
rolled as members. 

Hostelers from near and far 
began to arrive the day before 
Christmas for the holiday period 
over 50 in all, including students 
from a dozen colleges and num- 
erous high schools, and others 
from business and professional 
life. Over 250 overnights have 
been registered this week. 

The third birthday was cele- 
brated by a trip to Mt. Monad- 
nock during the day and by a 
birthday party in the evening. 
The recreation room at the hos- 
tel was filled with a happy 
crowd of young people. Songs 
of Norway, Austria, Switzerland 
England and other nations were 
given by eG fe who have hos- | 
teled in those lands. | 

On Tuesday the young people 
hiked and skied to the white 
birch, and on Wednesday to Mt. 
Grace. Informal programs of 
music and singing and dancing 
filled the evening hours. 

New Year’s eve will be ob- 
served as open house at the hos- 
tel. Townspeople are invited to 
join the fun, with no expense. 
They can spend New Year’s day 
at the hostel, cooking their own 
lunéh and joining the skiing 
parties. 

When the weather.man favors 
Northfield with snow, skiing 
parties will take to the open 
spaces every week-end, Frits and
